Concerning Applicant's Brief filed June 19, 2009, major defects occur in citing sections of specification in supporting subject matter 
described in each limitation. Applicant cited a huge number of paragraphs across multiple pages of specification, without any mapping to 
text of limitation, for supporting subject matter described in the limitation, which is one or very a few lines long. Applicant is required to 
specifically map the major action or noun words in each limitation for supporting the subject matter as described. Examples for such 
defects are listed below: 

1 . With respect to claims 1 , 21 and 41 , limitation or similarly described subject matter of "defining, by an authorized user who has 
authorized access to the medical data records, a plurality of text-based range descriptors, wherein each text-based range descriptor is 
associated with a range of field values for one of the range-based data fields", the cited 1 1 paragraphs on 3 pages of specification, without 
any mapping on "each text-based range descriptor is associated with a range of field values for one of the range-based data fields". 
Specifically, there is no cited disclosure on the text-based range descriptor is associated with a range of field values. 

2. With respect to claims 6 and 26, limitation or similarly described subject matter of "incorporating, as the value descriptor of the text-string 
associated with the specific data record, the text-based range descriptor that is associated with the field value of the range-based data field 
included in the specific data record", the cited 13 paragraphs on 4 pages of specification, without any specific mapping or specific citing on 
incorporating the text-based range descriptor included in the specific data record. 

3. With respect to claims 53 and 56, limitation or similarly described subject matter of "wherein each of the defined text-based range 
descriptors represents a corresponding medical status of the patient reflected by field values contained in the range of field values 
associated with the text-based range descriptor", the cited 1 1 paragraphs on 3 pages of specification, without any specific mapping or 
specific citing on the defined text-based range descriptors which represents a corresponding medical status of the patient reflected by field 
values contained in the range of field values ecific data record. 
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
